T A F T A T C A P IT A L . 


Secretary of W ar W arm ly Welcomed 
at St. Peteraburg. 
St. Petersburg, Dec. 3.—W. H. Taft 
American secretary 
war. and mem­ 
bers of his party, arrived in this city 
Tuesday from Moscow. 
The visitors 
were met at the railroad Btaion by a 
deputation of officers representing the 
m inister of war, m lltary governor and 
dOier officials.

Count Ronitz, who bas ben appointed 
im perial aide to Secretary T aft dur­ 
ing his tay at St. Petersburg.

Hotel de Europe,

Owing to the extraordinary rumors 
la circulation here regarding the* na- 
tur of bls mission as a viator, Mr. Taft 
aroused the liveliest interest and cu­ 
riosity. 
Roe si a, the oflcial organ of the gov­ 
ernment. however, makes an effort 
to correct these wrong impressions 
In a leading article extending to Sec­ 
retary T aft the open door of a Rus­ 
sian welcome.” the {wiper says:

high positon and personal merits of 
Secretary Taft explain the heartiness 
of his reception and honor of an audi­ 
ence wtfh the emperor.
